Completely overshadowed by liti- 


gation over Act 107 is WhittaKcr's 
charge that Rep. Fadjo Cravens of 
Fort Smith is claiming 
exemption 


from state income laxes on 
the 


grounds that he is out of the state 
more than six months each year. 


The suggestion that a man can 


be a representative of the people of 
a stale and yet not be a resident 
3f lhat state under the income lax 
low, 
is 
unique and has many po- 


litical implications. 


However, the implications from a 


strictly business 
standpoint 
are 
even greater. 


Suppose that Cravens has found 


a loop-hole in the state law and 
isn't required to pay a state in- 
come tax. The state would lose sev- 
eral thousand dollars each 
year 


from Cravens and other Arkansans 
working in Washington. Because if 
the law applied to the representa- 
tive, 
it would apply to senators, 


clerks, stenographers, 
secretaries 
and all. 


According to the income tax de- 


partment, more than 100 Arkansans 
work in Washington and file in- 
come tax returns here each year.' 


And here's another angle. Olher 
states probably have income tax 
laws identical to Arkansas. A de- 
cision here might afect a 
large 


part of Washington, D. C., because 
a large portion of the capital's pop- 
ulation is transient. 


Just when a decision will 
be 


reached, and if a court opinion is 
necessary, is questionable. Rep. 
Cravens. 
has told newsmen in 


Washington that Revenue Commis- 
sioner Otho A. Cook has his per- 
mission to show all files on the in- 
come tax matter to Liltle Rock re- 
porters. Cook, however, has not re- 
ceived 
official 
permission 
from 


Cravens, and standing firmly upon 
state law, refuses to put the let- 
ters on display. 


There the matter stands, 
and 


probably will until after litigation 
is completed on the separate pri- 
mary legislation. Tnen, it past ac- 
tion is any indication. Whitlakcr 
will demand a showdown on this 
problem, too.

It is about 2 3 of 
what it was in 1943 at the middle 
of the war. Prices are 40 percent 
higher than they were in 1939. 


In fact, all of us know that econo- 


mic condition in our country are 
worse right now than they "were 
during the war. 
. What has th3 present Congress 
(lone to helo us? It has not behaved 
very well. Rather than

OPA outright, the House put seven 
crippling amendment on it so that 
we have all ths red tape of OPA. 
but little of its power to prevent 
inflation.

he said he no longer wanted 


to be a member of it. 


Could I set 
all this right if you 


sent me to Congress? ProbablvYiot I 
by myself. Many new faces" will 
be reauired. One thing is certain: 
Oren Harris will not set it right 
because he has had six years of ex- 
perience doing this very thing In 
Feburary. 1943. a Democrat, Smith 
of Virginia, introduced 
a resolu- 


tion in the House to investigate the 
activities of federal agencies be- 
yond the scope of their authority.

Oren Harris voted 
against it and gave as his reason 
to some of you that it was not 
the legislation which the rasidant 
wished. The Case Bill went into the 
Senate and was made more strin- 
gent there. This time Harris votad 
for it. though the President was 
still opposed to it as provad by his 
veto a few days later. After the 
veto, the Case Bill came to the 
House a third time to sec if it 
could be pasesd over the Presi- 
dent's veto. This time Harris did 
not 
vote. 
Was he 
confused, 
or 


afraid to vote, or was he absent 
from Washington? If it were 
the 


last, it is rather unbecoming in a 
man 
of experience to be 
away 


from Washington at so crucial a 
time. There is his record on the 
Case Bill: one time against, one 
time for, and one time not voting. 
That covers all possibilities. There 
is a very good substitute for six 
years experience playing all sides.

Currency Restrictions Hove 
Ended Great Barter Boom for 
American Soldiers in Europe

Berlin, Juno 25 — (/I1)— The gold- 


en era when an American soldier 
could translate a carton of cigarets 
in Germany into a $150 bank de- 
posit back home is over. 


New currency restrictions in oc- 


cupied Europe are 
sounding the 


death knell to one of the greatest 
military rackets in history, the in- 
troducti.'jn of serial numbered cur- 
rency control books is ending a Ki- 
monlh ride at the taxpayer's ex- 
pense. 


The racket in ils simplest form 


was based on Ihe sale of cigarets, 
army food and candy to hungry 
Germans for exorbitant sums 
ill 


Allied currency marks, 
most 
of 


which were printed by 
Ihc Rus- 
sians. 


It began with the Tirst Ameri- 


can troops to enter Berlin. Soldiers 
found thai they could get $100 to 
32(10 for a carton of cigarets, 5 to 
$10 for a bar of chocolate. They 
could then take the marks to the 
nearest army postofficc, 
convert 


them into money orders and mail 
them to relatives or banks ::i the 
United States against a post-war 
rainy day. 


The racket spread like a prairie 


lire throughout the army uf occu- 
pation. It know no rank. Colonels 
and coruorals played the 
game 


together, sometimes standing 
for 


hours a! the postofficc windows. A 
new group of big-time operators 
drosc known as "the Berlin mil- 
lonaires." Instead of relying 
on 


the eddling of extra army cigar- 
ette rations, they imported their 
own cartons from the states bv the 
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stigma. Some were 
reported 
to 


have made as much as fifty to a 
hundred thousand dollars in a few

However 
it prevailed on the full year's ex- 
tension, for the House had voted 
only nine months beyond June 30.

ed by tne president and confirmed 
by the Senate.

OPA, the bi-partisan board 
could 


overrule the price administrator or 
the secretary of agriculture if eith- 
er, without good reason, rejected 
an industry's request to lift ceil- 
ings. 
The secretary of agriculture was 
given control over all farm prod- 
ucts, whereas heretofore OPA has 
had the final say. 


Because of the many ceiling ad-

vision giving OPA 30 days

The conferees reached their own 


compromise on the hotly-disputed 
issues of subsidies — ^government 
payments designed to Keep down 
rel.-ul prices. 


They voted to hold them to an 


even $1,000,000,000 and to quit pay- 
ing f.uod subsidies next April 1.
